It is hard to imagine that 
anything could worsen the 
Voting Rights Acts, which 
remains a weapon to blud- 
geon a few Southern states 
ivitco line by taking away 
their Constitutional powers 
in determing voter qualifi- 
cations and conducting 
elections, 

Yet, many in Congress 
have decided that they, and 
not the several states, can 
determine voting age quali- 
fications, They make such 
a decision, in spite of Art- 
icle I, Section 2 of the Con- 
stitution, which clearly 
states that the electors for 
the House of Representa- 
tives shall have the same 
qualifications as the elec- 
tors of the most numerous 
branch of the State Legis- 
lature, 

The Seventeenth Amend- 
ment, which provides for 
the direct election of Sen- 
ators, restates the point 
that the states, and not the 
federal Congress, deter- 
mine voter qualifications, 

Since the power to change 
voting requirements be- 
longs to the states, the only 
proper way to lower the 
voting age is by Constitu- 
tional Amendment, Three 
amendments affecting vot- 
er qualifications have al- 
ready been added to the 
Constitution, 

In addition to the Seven- 
teenth Amendment, the 
Nineteenth Amendment 
quaranteed women’s right 
to vote, and the Twenty- 
fourth Amendment elimi- 
nated the poll tax as a re- 
quirement for voting.

If 18-year-olds are 
denied “‘equal protection’ 
of the laws, simply by not 
having the vote, what about 
17-year-olds and younger?

protection clause, 


The error in thinking 
that this Amendment jus- 
tifies changing the voting 
age by a simple act of 
Congress is plainly evident 
in the Amendment itself.

‘when the right to vote at 
any election forthe choice 
of electors for President 
of the United States... 
is denied to any of the male 
inhabitants of such State 
being twenty-one years of 
age, and citizens of. the

It hardly stands toreason 
that the equal protection 
clause of the Fourteenth A- 
mendment was intended to 
apply to lowering the voting 
age, when in its very next 
pera erory it specifies the 

l-year-old requirement, 

The rightness or wrong- 
ness of lowering the voting 
age is a matter of opinion, 
to which each member of 
Congress is entitled, along 
with every other American, 
but it is not a matter for 
Congressional statute.

For these students, benefit 
payments can continue during 
a vacation period of not more 
than 4 months if the student 
Was u full-time student before 
the period started and intends 
to return to full-time attend- 
ance after the period ends, 
By completing the Srudents 
Statement Regarding School 
Attendance form, normally 
sent to student beneficiaries 
about a month before the end 
of the school year, the stu- 
dent ean ensure the continu- 
ance of his benefit payments 
during his vacation, 

However, students who 
don’t receive one of the forms 
by June 1 should contact 
their nearest social security 
office. If they fail to do so, 
their checks may be delayed. 

A student’s earnings froni 
a job or self-employment may 
affect his benefit payments, 
The general rule is that a 
student can receive full bene- 
fit payments for all months 
of a year in which his earn- 
ings totaled $1680 or less. If 
he earns more than this, some 
benefits will be withheld, 

Regardless of his total 
annual earnings, however, a 
student can receive a benefit 
for any month in which he 
neither carns wages of more 
than $140 nor performs sub- 
stantial services in self-em- 
ployment.

Of the approximately 3,- 
900,000 children and student: 
receiving social security bene- 
fits, hundreds of thousands 
will take summer jobs. All 
will be financially better off 
because of this. But the 
amount and duration of their 
earnings can have an im. 
portant effect on their bene- 
fits, 

The two rules to recognize 
are these: 


1. If total earnings for the 
year—both summer jobs 
and other part-time work 
—are more than $1,680, 
benefits for the year are 
reduced. 

2. Regardless of total earn- 
ings, however, you can re- 
ceive the full benefit in 
any month in which you 
earn no more than $140, 

AS a practical matter, there 
is unlikely to be a large re- 
duction in benefits to students

exceed $1,680, benefits are 


Questions: 


Q. I’ve noted some of my fel- 
low students receive more 


cut by only $1 for every $2 of 
earnings between $1,680 and 
$2,880. Only for earnings 
above $2,880 are benefits re- 
duced on a dollar-for-dollar 
basis. And since there's no 
reduction in benefits for any 
month in which earnings are 
$140 or less, workers in part 
time and summer jobs will 
probably get full benefits for 
most months of the year 

What should a student do 
Who finds that his earnings 
are likely to top $1,680 for 
the year? He should get in 
touch with his nearest social 
Security office and get a form 
to report his expected earn- 
ings. Benefits will then be re- 
duced for the short period 
that his earnings are rela- 
tively high, 

If he fails to do this he will 
have to make an adjustment 
after the end of the year, 
And this could turn out to be 
more of a hardship to the 
student than keeping earnings 
and benefits in proper bal- 
ance as he works,

Recognizing that the parent 
with low earnings has less 
margin for reduction in his 
income than does the parent 
with average or above-averays 
earnings, the law provides that 
dependents or survivors of
